Tt  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1925.

The  total  number  of  Births  reported  in  the  District  is  59,  22  males  and  37 
females.

The  Death  Rate  is  11.2  per  1,000  inhabitants,  as  compared  with  15.2  in 
1924,  9.3  in  1923,  and  10.9  in  1922.

Has  been  carried  out  by  the  Liverpool  Health  Committee  as  before,  and 
always  with  the  earliest  possible  promptitude  and  satisfaction. 

We  have  no  Hospital,  all  cases  necessary  going  to  Liverpool  as  by  previous 
arrangement.

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  Measles,  no  infectious  disease  has  been 
notified,  and  the  township  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  A  large  artificial  silk  factory 
is  in  course  of  construction  here. 

This  village  has  been  wonderfully  free  from  infection,  except  for  Tuberculosis, 
all  of  which  cases  are  from  the  Home  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  This  home  is  doing 
a  great  work,  but  as  it  takes  in  cases  from  all  over  the  country,  in  a  condition  of 
debility,  we  have  a  large  percentage  of  tuberculosis  which  really  does  not  belong 
to  your  District  and  make  my  return  of  cases  and  deaths  look  a  little  worse  than 
they  are. 

Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  six  of  Measles  were  reported  here. 

The  new  factory  so  far  is  not  causing  any  nuisance. 

Several  cottages  are  in  a  bad  condition,  but  I  hope  that  soon  some  new  ones 
will  be  built.

No  deaths  occurred  from  the  infectious  diseases  mentioned.  The  school 
was  closed  in  March  for  three  weeks  owing  to  Measles.  Further  reference  to  this 
later  in  this  Report. 

One  case  of  infection,  Diphtheria,  occurred  here  and  recovered.  One  death 
occurred  here  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  River  Alt  does  not  cause  so  many  complaints  as  it  did,  but  is  still  a  very 
grave  nuisance.  Any  amount  of  sewage  is  still  being  discharged  into  it,  but  the 
County  Council  are  now  taking  charge  of  it. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  and  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  occurred  here,  both 
recovering  with  no  further  spread. 

The  slaughter  house  here  has  been  periodically  inspected,  and  quite  to  my 
satisfaction. 


Except  for  one  or  two  matters  of  drainage  which  are  under  observation, 
nothing  calls  for  special  comment  here. 


One  case  of  Erysipelas  was  reported  here.  Rousing  here  will  be  commented 
upon  under  that  heading. 


Eleven  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  one  death  from  it  have  been  notified.  As 
most  of  the  cases  have  been  at  Deysbrook  Children’s  Hospital  (West  Derby  Union) 
they  do  not  belong  to  your  District,  but  come  from  all  parts  of  the  Union,  but  have 
to  be  notified  to  me  and  have  to  be  classified  as  such.  Six  cases  of  Scarlet  hever 
and  one  of  Erysipelas  were  also  notified. 


The  cowsheds  and  piggeries  have  been  constantly  inspected,  and  are  satis¬ 
factory. 


None  exist  in  the  District. 

One  factory  and  two  workshops  exist,  and  are  carried  on  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

The  New  Regulations  are  strictly  carried  out  and  many  improvements  have 
been  made.  They  are  closely  watched,  and  inspections  have  been  on  the  whole 
satisfactory.

Housing  Statistics 
for  the  year. 


Like  other  districts,  we  have  been  in  difficulty  ;  we  have  yet  many  con¬ 
demned  houses  occupied.  In  addition  to  the  36  new  cottages  you  erected  some  years 
ago,  you  have  been  endeavouring  to  erect  more,  but  as  your  plans  and  estimates 
have  twice  been  turned  down  by  the  Ministry,  you  have  been  placed  in  a  difficult 
position.  However,  I  am  pleased  to  state  you  now  have  their  sanction  for  18  new 
cottages,  which,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  are  already  in  an  early  state 
of  construction.  This  will  relieve  a  great  deal  of  your  stress,  but  more  will  be 
required  before  you  do  what  you  are  trying,  namely,  make  this  as  near  as  possible 
to  a  model  district.  Times  have  been  all  against  you,  but  you  have  done  your 
best,  and  will,  I  know,  endeavour  to  carry  out  your  plan  of  relieving  this  national 
necessity.

This  matter,  which  many  years  ago  was  the  greatest  difficulty  your  Council 
had  to  contend  with,  has  for  many  past  years  been  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition. 
Practically  the  whole  of  this  wide  district  is  supplied  by  the  Liverpool  W7ater  Mains  ; 
only  a  few  outstanding  cottages  have  to  depend  on  wells,  the  expense  of  extending 
the  mains  being  too  severe.  I  have  no  record  of  the  number  of  houses  supplied, 
but  only  one  stand  pipe  is  used.  No  chance  of  contamination  and  no  risk  of  Plumbo 
Solvent  action.  No  action  taken  during  the  year  for  contamination. 


The  River  Alt  is  somewhat  improved,  but  still  carries  a  great  quantity  of 
sewage.  However  the  County  Council  have  now  jurisdiction  in  the  matter. 


Naturally  in  a  wide  spread  Rural  District  difficulty  must  exist,  as  it  is  econ¬ 
omically  impossible  to  sewer  all  the  dwellings,  farm  yards,  etc.  WThat  can  be  done 
is  done,  and  where  possible  any  sewer,  Liverpool  or  other,  is  used.  Septic  tanks 
and  irrigating  drains  and  a  large  number  of  cesspools  remain  our  only  outlet.

There  is  still  a  shortage  of 
houses,  but  you  are  now  building  18  new  ones,  which  will  relieve  to  a  great  degree. 
There  is  no  overcrowding. 

Houses  old,  and  therefore  cannot  be  expected  to  go  on  for  ever.  Many  of 
them  are  too  old  for  the  owners  to  repair,  and  during  the  last  five  years  I  have 
advised  you  not  to  turn  the  people  out,  even  when  the  cottages  were  condemned, 
until  such  time  as  you  could  provide  alternate  accommodation.

We  get  very  little,  and  any  suitable  case  goes  to  Liverpool  or  West  Derby 
Union  Hospitals  for  Orthopaedic  treatment. 

We  have  no  Dispensary  or  Clinic. 

No  Officials  appointed  and  no  Clinics.  Very  little  requirement.  Some 
years  ago  the  Council  did  appoint  a  lady  Visitor,  but  it  was  discontinued  as  she 
had  so  little  to  do. 

Already  referred  to.  Very  good.  Only  a  few  outlying  houses  depending 
on  wells. 

The  past  year  has  been  satisfactory.  The  Birth  Rate  is  low,  as  also  is  the 
Death  Rate.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  a  great  improvement. 

More  conversions  of  privies  to  water  closets,  particularly  in  Netherton.  Yet 
more  houses. 

At  the  time  of  closing  this  Report,  very  few  cases  of  infectious  disease  exist, 
and  the  condition  generally  of  the  District  is  satisfactory,  considering  the  awkward 
times  we  are  living  in.
